He hoped the efforts 
now being made would lead to an 
amicable arrangement, but in event of 
failure the country would show itself 
"not unworthy of its glorious history 
and traditions."

Boers, Mr. Chamberlain, with great de- 
liberation and emphasis, added: "The 
Transvaal's enormous . secret service 
fund has procured it friends and ad- 
vocatae in every country. The wa.y the 
British subject there is treated is not 
only a menace to them all, but inter- 
feres with our prestige among the na- 
tives, who now regard the Boers and
